Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim(s) 1 fail(s) to recite sufficient structural 
elements and interconnection of the elements to positively position and define how the 
elongate lateral supports extend through a plurality of openings so that an integral 
structure able to function as claimed is recited. Claims 2-14 are indefinite in that they 
depend from an indefinite base claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 Would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35; U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claim 15 is allowable over the prior art of record.
